One of the worst electrical storms of 


the season came down the Merrlmack 
river early this afternoon and broke 
over Lowell about 1.30 o'clock.

He declared his belief that Mr. Gom- 


pers' proposal at present Is imprac- 
ticable, and ho deprecated the idea of 
the American or International Trade 
Union organizations trespassing on tho 
political domain of tha socialist Inter- 
national bureau. Ho declared that such 


conference would hava to be held 


under the auspices of tho latter organ- 
ization, and naturally ha would ap- 
prove of such a congress If the British 
and French were willing to partici- 
pate. 


"The socialists constitute the center 


ot gravity in the matter of Influencing 
tho war and when they are ready to 
act," Mr. Huysmans declared, "a con- 
gress should be held even without 
awaiting tho peace conference."

prevent hoarding. 


Tho government 
order 
announcing 


the step contained one saving clause, 
however. 
It exempts from restriction 


tho supplies needed by restaurants and 
coffee houses, which means that Vienna 
will still be able to pursue Its favorite 
pastime of supping coffee "black" or 
"brown" on the sidewalks in front of 
tho Innumerable resorts that line ev- 
ery boulevard and street. 


Each coffeo store, wholesale and re- 


tail, has been required to notify the 
authorities of its exact supply of coffee 
over 100 kilograms (220 Ibs.) 
The ex- 


cess in each case is then subject to the 
control of a "coftco central," which in 
future will regulate the disposal of the 
product to the public, and have charge 
of all colYco that in future cornea Into 
tho country. 


The coffee cards wilt bo issued by 


districts and a card in ono district 
cannot be used in another.

non-transferable, so that the rare per- 
son who docs not use coffee cannot 
pass his or her card on to a. friend.

grout; in the case of excessive grades, 
pitch to be substituted for grout In 
the upper inch or so of the joints, in 
order to provide better foothold for 
horses. 


Class 2—The same type of pavement 


as class 1, with a few exceptions, where 
the surroundings require a smoother 
and loss noisy surface, such as wood 
blocks or the best grades of bitumin- 
ous pavements. 


Class 3—Building districts. Treated 


wood block pavements, the best grades 
of bituminous pavements on a Port- 
land cement concrete- base. 
At tho 


present time the only wood recom- 
mended for wood block pavements is 
long-leaf yellow pine. 


Class 4—Treated wood block pave- 


ments, tho best grade of bituminous 
pavements or Portland cement con- 
crete pavements; the choice to be de- 
termined by the intensity and char- 
acter of the traffic. 


Class 5—Cheaper types of bitumin- 


ous pavements, using old macadam 
surfaces for the base where suitable, 
or Portland cement concrete 
pave- 


ments. 


Glass 6—Bituminous pavements, us- 


ing oH macadam for the base, where 
suitable, or Portland cement concrete 
pavements.
